“Mrs. Shepard was a confirmed 
alcoholic for years. I did not con- 
sider poisoning at the time,”’ Shep- 
ard said. : 

“You knew if mercury were left 
alone in the stomach 20 minutes 
nothing could be done to save 
her?’’ Brewster continued. “I have 
told you,’’ Shepard replied, “she 
had no symptoms of mercurial 
poisoning.” 

Government witnesses have tes- 
tified Mrs. Shepard died of mer- 
curial poisoning. 

Thought Major Had Money. 

Mrs. William W. Southard, wife 
of an army major at Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex., testified Mrs, Shep- 
ard was not a loving wife.

“Mrs. Shepard told me,”’ Mrs. 
Southard said, “that she had had 
a very hard life. She told me she 
did not love her husband, that she 
married him as a way to help her 
mother and younger brother.” 

Mrs. Southard quoted Mrs. Shep- 
ard as saying “I thought he was 
rich, but I found he was not.” 

The witness told of a trip to 
China with a small party in 1922. 
Mrs. Shepard, she said, was drunk 
in bed three we ds at a Shanghai 
hotel. 

Says She Drank Two Quarts a Day.

MADRID, Dec. 17.—For the first 
time since revolution put Spain 
under martial law, King Alfonso 
left his palace today and drove in 
an open carriage to the church of 
San Francisco for ceremonies com- 
memorating the achievements of 
the South American patriot, Simon 
Bolivar. 

At his own order he was accom- 
panied by only a &keleton guard, 
and he smiled broadly and waved 
his arm at the great crowds which 
cheered his passage through the 
streets. It was characteristic of 
his flair for ignoring danger to his 
person. 


But Gen. Damaso Berenguer, the 
Premier, worn by the days and 
nights of care, has collapsed under 
the strain. The doctors said he 
had a severe case of tonsilitis and 
that his illness was aggravated by 
sleeplessness and incessant smoking 
since last Friday, but that he would 
recover. . 

500,000 Men on Strike. 

Half a million men are on strike 
throughout Spain and there was 
intermittent fighting in several 
cities today, but the Government 
held to the belief that the revolu- 
tion against the Crown had been 
definitely crushed. 

Yesterday, it was pointed out, 
nearly 1,000,000 men obeyed a gen- 
eral strike order, but half of these 
are reported to have returned to 
their jobs. 

Bilbao reported 25,000 men out 
and transportation facilities tied 
up. San Sebastian was quiet and 
there were no disorders, but fight- 
ing was reported at Ayamonte, Isla 
Cristina and Huelva.

NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 17.—Pro- 
hibition enforcement continued to 
function in New Jersey today de- 
-spite the ruling of Federal Judge 
William Clark that the method of 
adoption made the eighteenth 
amendment invalid. 

Federal Judge William Runyon 
declined today to dismiss a defend- 
ant charged with liquor law viola- 

“J am not ef necessity bound by 
the decision of Judge Clark,” he 
said. “My conception is that the 
eighteenth amendment has been 
passed on by the Supreme Court 
and is binding on all Judges of 
lesser jurisdiction.” 

Federal Judge Guy L. Fake did 
not sit today. He said he would 
withhold comment until a liquor 
case was brought before him. 

“It is only fair,” he said, “that 
both sides be represented in a case 
at hand. I cannot express myself 
until a case makes a decision neces- 
Sary.”’ 


Judge Clark held that ratifica-* 


tion of the eighteenth amendment 
by the State Legislatures was not 
the method prescribed by Article 
Five of the Constitution for adop- 
tion of amendments which trans- 
fer powers from the States to the 
Federal Government. He held that 
the amendment to be valid should 
have been ratified in constitutional 
conventions in the several statgs. 
Enforcement to Proceed. 

Prohibition enforcement author- 
ities in New Jersey said they would 
proceed as if no such decision had 
been rendered. 

“My decision,” commented 
Judge Clark, “will not affect the 
eperation of the prohibition laws 
in any way. The Hobart act, the 
New Jersey enforcement law, is 
also still in force.” 

The Judge's ruling was made in 
face of the fact that Article Five 
of the Constitution, providing the 
method for amendment of the doc- 
ument, says: “Amendments... 
shall be valid ... when ratified 
by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several States or by 
conventions in three-fourths there- 
of, as the one or other mode of 
ratification may be proposed by the 
Congress;” and that the eighteenth 
amendment itself “as proposed by 
the Congress” says: “This article 
shall be inoperative unless it shall 
have been ratified as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution by the 
Legislatures of the several states 
as provided in the Constitution.” 

In his decision, Judge Clark said: 
“Even if this opinion meets with a 
cold reception in the appellate 
courts we hope it will at least heve 
the effect of focusing the country’s 
thought upon the neglected meth- 
od of considering the constitutional 
amendments in convention.” 

Says Decision Is Unsound. 

Common Pleas Judge William B. 
Harley at Trenton said that, in 
view of the fact that every possi- 
ble phase of the question having 
been threshed out, he could not 
conceive of Judge Clark's decision 
being sound. , 

“I had a part in the drawing of 
the briefs in the famous Feigen- 
span case in 1920,” he said, “In 
that case Thomas F, McCran and 
Elihu Root represented Chris Feig- 
enspan (brewer). Charles Evans 
Hughes and George S. Hobart with 
whom I was associated at the 
time, represented the Anti-Saloon 
League. The point raised by 
, Judge Clark in his decision came 
up for discussion while we were 
preparing our briefs‘and we passed 
it up as being of little consequence 
‘or value to the opposite side as one 
of their arguments in support of 
their contention that the eighteenth 
amendment was unconstitutional.”

Although Judge Clark decided 
the case on points raised by coun- 
sel, he found several instances, he 
said, in which he was diametrically 
opposed to their contentions, and 
his decision contained less than 
half a dozen authorities cited by 
them in their briefs. ; 
“The traditional method of 
adopting amendments to the Unit- 
ed States Constitution,” he wrote, 
“is challenged.”’ Upon the outcome 
of the challenge depends the dis- 
position of the case at bar. Even 
if this opinion meets with a cold 
reception in the Appellate Courts, 
we hope it will at least have the 
effect of focusing the country’s 
thought upon the neglected method 
of considering the constitutional 
amendments in convention. 

“Dead Hand of Tradition.” 
“We have often wished for some 
statute akin to that of mortmain 
to remove the dead ‘and of tradi- 
tion from the domain of ideas.” 
The Court said that in Magsachu- 
setts the first constitution was re- 
jected because it had not been 
framed by a body chosen for that 
one purpose. He also pointed out 
that of eight constitutions prior to 
1787 which provided for amend- 
ments, five required that the 
process be undertal.en in some form 
of convention. 

“This discussion of the assump- 
tions underlying the amending 
clause of the constitution has been 
as tiorough as the inh‘l :ions of 
our scho* -s*', and the amount of 
space that can be allotted thereto, 
even in an opinion on a subject of 
such fundarental importance per- 
mit. 

“It seems indisputable that local 
self-governr ent, popular BOV- 
ereignty and the convention sys- 
tem of drafting and amending con- 
stitutions were the very ‘warp and 
woof’ of .h< political thought of 
the whole period prior to the draft- 
ing of the Federal Constitution.”

The state of seige which exists 
throughout King Alfonso’s realm 
is, in fact, a measure of doubtful 
efficacy, as it has increased the 
power of the army.

The rebellion, which started at 
Jaca, is a long way from finished. 
The few Republican flags flown 
there have grown into thousands. 
The rebellion spreads slowly, how- 
ever, due to the lack of developed 
organizations among the syndjcil- 
ists.

Tells Story of Slaying of 
Bakery Wagon Driver 
in Kansas City.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 17.— 
Police announce that questioning 
of two boys and their girl com- 
panions, charged in Independence, 
Kan., with the murder of John Sie- 
bel, has disclosed that one of the 
youths, Everett Haldiman, 17 years 
old, killed William Henry Price, 
bakery wagon driver, here last 
month as a thrill to other mem- 
bers of a gang. 

Police said the story of the Kan- 
sas City slaying was told by Fern 
McNabb, 14, Kansas City, Kan., ar- 
rested last week in Dallas. Tex.. 
with Haldiman, Ray Willis Harley, 
17, and Aletha Rush, 15, Sioux 
City, Ia. 

Miss McNabb, according to the 
story recounted by Chief of Detéc- 
tives B. H. Thurman, saw the kill- 
ing of Price, who had been mar- 
ried only a few weeks. Previously 
the two youths and several friends 
with their girl companions, had 
watched the holdup of another 
driver for the same bakery com- 
pany, which thcy found “too com- 
ical for worc:.” 

Price was slain a short distance 
from the scene of this holdup. After 
he was shot, according to the story 
told police, the group circled the 
block to take a second look at the 
dead man. The girl said Harley 
was the driver of a stolen automo- 
bile used in the holdup and killing. 

Two Deny Part in Slaying. 

Neither Haldiman nor Harley 
would admit under police question- 
‘ing in Independence that thvy took 
part in the Kansas City slaying. 
Authorities here had announced 


\they would ask Montgomery Coun- 


ty (Kan.) officials to waive prece- 
dence if either youth confessed he 
killed Price. 

Price was killed Nov. 26. Siebel, 
manager of a Tyro (Kan.) filling 
station, was found slain Dec. 5. 
The youths and their girl compan- 
ions were found in Dallas in an 
automdbile identified as one stolen 
from Mrs. Jessie Buffington, a 
Caney (Kan.) teacher, in a hoJdup. 

Miss McNabb said she was 
picked up here the afternoon of 
Nov. 26 by Haldiman, Homer 
Baldwin, a Kansas City youth, un- 
der deferred sentence for highway 
robbery. and several others whom 
police declined to name. The girl 
said they “drove around a while” 
and then met another automobile 
in which were Harley and William 
Roach.

Detective Points Out Prisoner 
Who Is Accused “as 
Habitual Criminal. 


Tony Ortell, who has served two 
terms in the State penitentiary, 
went to trial today before a jury in 
Circuit Judge Green's court 
charged with robbery with a deadly 
weapon as an habitual criminal, as 
the result of a holdup in which a 


' robber was killed and a city detec- 


tive wounded, 

Under the habitual criminal law, 
the Court will issue a mandatory 
instruction for life imprisonment 
if the jury finds Ortell guilty. Rob- 
bery with a deadly weapon is pun- 
ishable by a maximum sentence of 
life imprisonment or death. 

Ortell, it is charged, was the 
companion of David J. Murphy and 
Earl Dowling on Nov. 28, 1929, 
when they entered a house at 4553 


‘Delmar boulevard, holding up Eve- 


lyn O’Brien while Detective Ser- 
geant James H. Teeter and Detec- 
tives Arthdér Abbott and Michael 
Quinlisk sat in a back room. In a 
pistol fight Murphy was killed and 
Detective Quinlisk was wounded. 
Dowling has pleaded guilty and is 
serving a 10-year term. 

The State opened its case by 
proving that Ortell had served two 
two-year prison terms, one for 
grand larceny and one for posses- 
sion of burglar’s tools. Teeter and 
Quinlisk testifiedsbut neither iden- 
tified Ortell as dne of the robbers. 

Teeter testified the detectives 
visited the house to investigate a 
bad check and were talking to Mrs. 
O’Brien when the doorbell rang. 
While she answered the door, they 
retired to a rear room where pres- 
ently they were confronted by Mur- 
phy with a pistol. They stood with 
hands raised until Murphy turned 
his head aside when Teeter slipped 
out of the room and the other de- 
tectives began,to shoot. 

Teeter told of: exchanging shots 
with Murphy mm an areaway across 
the street but said he did not see 
either of Murphy's companions. 
Quinlisk said he followed Teeter 
out of the room and met Dowling 
in the rear hall. Dowling shot him 
in the chest and he collapsed, he 
said, and did not see the third robe 
ber.

may be individually efficient but 
is not always so. Almost invari- 
ably the teamwork is weak. . 
Heavy Inventory Required. 

“Another difficulty In the cen- 
tral buying plan is that it would 
require an extraordinarily heavy 
inventory to meet the widely dif- 
fering needs of applicants. Car- 
load lots of food bought economic- 
ally often must be stored uneco- 
nomically. 

“Standard family relief agencies 
strive to avoid herding applicants 
into a single pen or classification 
of food or clething. If a family 
still has a home, the agency tries 
to meet it on its own threshold 


and give its members means by/ 


which, they themselves can tide 
over to better times. 

“For instance, the agency en- 
courages the family it seeks to 
help to deal with the same grocer, 
who perhaps has extended it 
credit. This, of course, means 
that supplies are bought at retail 


i but they are bought with the pride 


and independence of family. 
“And after all, clothes are part 
of personality. Dramatically, the 
evolution of the social problem of 
children has been marked by their 
change from paupers in gingham 


and brogans to individuals wear-.| 


ing clothes such as the rest of tile 
world wears. 

“Insofar as the central plan 
merits adoption, it tends to deny 
mass feeding and clothing which 
mass buying makes necesary.” 

Kelso said that while mass buy- 
ing for emergency relief has proved 
difficult, joint purchasing by “in- 
stitutions has been even more 
troublesome to bring about econ- 
omically. 

“So many ‘ifs’ and ‘ands’ de- 
velop over and above the actual 
cost of the service,” he said “that 


ultimate savings are greatly im-/ 


paired. 

“As social work programs be. 
come effectively integrated we 
find these hindrances to joint ac- 
tion decreasing. The time may 
come soon when central purchas- 
ing will be an efficiency rather 
than a hazard. 

“Meanwhile, such @ plan, re- 
quiring the setting up of a regular 
business organization to buy, store, 
inventory, transport and distribute 
commodities, is economically im- 
practicable.”

GUATEMALA PRESIDENT 
OVERTHROWN IN REVOLT 


Message to Washington Envoy 
Also Tells of Killing of 
Ex-Minister of War. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Min- 
ister Recinos of Guatemala was 
notified by message from his coun- 
try today that the Government of 
President Palma had been over- 
thrown. 

The message received was signed 
by Rodriguez Beteta, secretary- 
general of the military junta de- 
scribed as now in control of the 
Government, 

The message said Gen. Maucro 
de Leon, former Minister of War. 
was killed in the fighting yesterday 
ang that tranquillity prevailed 
there today. Gen. Manuel Orellana. 
1% well-known military leader, has. 
been designated as Provisional 
President of the republic. 

Gen. Orellana has served many 
years in the Guatemalan army and 
was a relative of former President 
Orellana, who died in 1926. 

Dr. Recinos said the revolt appar- 
ently was inspired by a desire of 
the military leaders to return the 
country~. to constitutionality. He 
said the Liberal party of Guatemala 
had co-operated with the military 
leaders to bring this about. 

Gen. Leon was described at the 
legation as the first designate ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly 
last March to succeed to the presi- 
dency, if anything should prohibit 
President Chacon from carrying on. 
The fact: that he was sidetracked 
in the provisional government set 
up by Bautilio Palma, second des- 
ignate to the presidency, was held 
at the legation to have caused yes- 
terday’s armed outbreak.

Although Present Grants 
Are Valid Until 1933, 
Company Demanded Re- 
newal for Better Service.

17.—Voters of Cape Gireardeau 
yesterday rejected the granting of 
new 20-year franchises to the Mis- 


souri Utilities Co. to distribute elec- 
tricity and water in the city, as 
proposed in ordinances submitted 
by the City Counsil. 

The vote was 631 for and 1682 
against. 

The proposed grants were to re- 
hew franchises expiring in 1933. 
The company sought the renewals 
now on the ground that they were 
necessary to make improvements 
in the water and light plants, 
which would cost about $250,000. 

A lively campaign closed with 
mass meetings Monday night of 
both the proponents and the op- 
ponents of the franchises. 

The opponents held their meet- 
ing at the Common Pleas Court- 
house, and for the second time had 
Daniel C. Rogers, City Attorney of 
Fayette, Mo., as principal speaker. 
Rogers also addressed a mass 
meeting at the auditorium of the 
State Teachers’ College last Thurs- 
day evening. In both addresses he 
advised against the granting of 
franchises of any kind by cities in 
Missouri, explaining that by with- 
holding franchises cities could re- 
cover home rule over their public 
utilities. - He showed that the rate 
schedules proposed in the fran- 
chises; Which the proponents said 
were @ guarantee against increases, 
really were meaningless, as the 
State Public Service Commission 
could set them aside at any time. 

Stressed Proposed Improvements. 

The proponents argued that the 
franchises would assure to the city 
the improvements it desired in its 
water and light plants and would 
provide work for many persons. 
They held a mass meeting Monday 
evening at the State Teachers’ Col- 
lege. 

The opposition was led by a 
group of well-known citizens, head- 
ed by. former Mayor James A. 
Barka. 

The Misosuri Utilities Co. has 
conducted a three-year campaign 
of intermittent intensity for fran- 
chises here. The agitation reached 
controversial proportions in the 
summer of 1929 when Barks, then 
Mayor, took the offensive against 
the utility in an attempt to secure 
adequate water, gas and_ street 
lighting service for the city. 

The Mayor, supported by the 
City Council, rejected terms of a 
new franchise proposed by the 
utility when the Chamber of Com- 
merce asked for improvements in 
service. Barks asserted that rates 
for electricity and water in Cape 
Girardeau already were too high 
and a new grant would result in

This appeal was successful but 
by last May 17 when the commis- 
sion issued its order Mayor Barks 
and his administration had been 
removed from office in a city elec- 
tion, 

The commission ruled that the 
fact that the franchise of a utility 
is nearing expiration does not re- 
lieve the company from its obli- 
gation to make such improvements 
as are necessary for adequate and 
satisfactory service.

new filtration plant, to improve 
the quality of gas furnished and 
to install suffiicent street lights.

However, the Commission's or- 
ders were not prosecuted under 
the new administration, and the 
utility brought forth a proposal to 
build a new water plant and jnstall 
new street lights in exchange for 
a new franchise for water and elec- 
tric power, including a 10-year 
contract for street lighting. 

The City Council voted to sub- 
mit the franchise ordinance at a 
special election, which was held to- 
day. 

According to agreement with the 
city,. the franchise stipulates no 
application will be made for an 
increase in domestic water rates

AMERICAS JOIN IN HONORING 
MEMORY OF SIMON BOLIVAR 


Ceremonies in Both South and 

North on 100th Anniversary 

of His Death. 

CARACAS, Venezuela, Dec. 17.— 
Americas of the North and South 
joined today in honoring the merm- 
ory of Gen. Simon Bolivar, the 
George Washington of South 
America, to whom five republics 
Owe their independence from 
Spain. 

Bolivar was born here in 1783. 
He died at the age of 47, yet he took 
from Spain the last of her South 
American empire possessions. To- 
day is the one hundredth anni- 
versary of his death. 

In Venezuela, Peru, Colombia, 
Ecuador and Bolivia services in 
memory of the liberator will be 
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held and in Washington and New 
York as well. 


Born of arjstocracy and wealth, 
Bolivar at 22 pledged his life to 
freeing Venezuela from Spain. Five 
years later, with other nrembers of 
a junta, he formed the first locally 
chosen Government m South Amer- 
ica; the next year he was a refu- 
gee on the Island of Curacao. Yet 
he built up armies, led them in 
more than 200 hard battles, and 
opened the way for a _ victory at 
Ayacucho, Peru, On Dec. 9, 1824, 
that ended the dominion of Spain 
in South America. 


Bolivar died of tuberculosis near 
Santa Marta after being forced by 
others anxious for power to resign 
from the leadership of his country. 
Twelve years later his body was 
brought to Caracas, there to lie in 
the national pantheon.

Refusal of Supreme Court 
to Hear Litigation Left 
Way Open to Protect 
Policy-Holders.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 
The State Insurance 
likely will file suit in the courts to 
require an accounting by the stock 
fire insurance companies of all 
premium refunds due policy-hold- 
ers under its 1922 order reducing 
rates 10 per cent, and to enforce 
payment of all claims, it was 

learned today. 

The Missouri Supreme Court has 
ruled that it has no jurisdiction to 
reopen the rate case for appoint- 
ment of a special commissioner to 
supervise refunds, 

While the Court*held its juris- 
diction of the original rate case 
lapsed with the end of the term 
in which the Court affirmed the 
reduction order, May 21, 1926, it 
did not close the door to. other 
legal action by the insurance de- 
partment of policy-holders. 

The opinion pointed out the rul- 
ing was not to be construed to 
mean that policy-holders who had 
paid excess premiums under an 
unlawful rate could not recover 
the excess, in a proper proceeding. 
It did not specify what would be a 
proper proceeding.

Yet their 
objection to this systematized lun- 
acy has remained hitherto unsuc- 
cessful, and was bound to remain 
unsuccessful as long as economics 
itself could still brag of its self- 
law with-an appearanee of justice. 
‘Only at the-moment when .its 
most highly ~skilled exponents 
themselves question this self-law 
or at least confine and limit it, 
will it perhaps become more ready 
to realize the truth that its practice 
of an unlicensed creation of needs 
is completely irreconcilable with 
all the leading systems of morality 
and, moreover, with all the leading 
religions, whose messages it now 
at heart declares to be binding 
even for itself. 

“What then? Systems of moral- 
ity, even hedonistic, and religions, 
even ‘heathen,’ aim in their most 
noble phases commonly at a dimi- 
nution rather than an increase of 
need! Perhaps less because they 
considered those who have no 
needs to be under all conditions 
also the better men—this would 
by no means fit the facts—than 
because a certain physical lack of 
needs provides the spiritual basis 
necessary for that mighty inward 
fervor, which in morality is’ gen* 
erally directed toward self-perfec- 
tion and self-development in: re- 
ligion toward self-purification and 
self-sanctification . .. All moral 
and religious systems know that 
this urge toward some moral or re- 
ligious superworld abates and 
languishes just in proportion as 
physical need becomes predomi- 
nant. To live in an environment 
in which every public actuality 
tends directly or\indirectly towards 
the continual stimulation, yes, the 
continual provocation of a ‘purely 
physical longing for matter and 
reality, where economics as such 


world that psychic urge toward 
supernatural values and so pro- 
fesses to still our inborn spiritual 
striving to a ‘highest Good’ by the 
deplorable multiplicity of ex- 
changeable material commodities, 
—to live in such an environment is 
equivalent to stifling outright the 
religious needs in the economico- 
commercial one. It is not neces- 
sary to emphasize further at this 
point the pernicious self-deception 
entailed, as if wages and income 
could in any way keep pace with 
this artificially aroused need for 
a commodity. Or as if the modest 
fortune of plain homely content- 
ment could still spread within a 
society, in which the fashionably 
altering display of goods attaches to 
so unlimited a mass and variety of 
wares a label of necessity, that in 
face of it even the purchasing- 
power of the rich is beaten, where- 
as the poor seem doomed to 
poverty hitherto undreamt of.” 

What we need desperately is the 
ability to think logically about the 
dangerous situation of modern so- 
ciety, and in order to do so, we must 
somehow manage to escape the all 
but omnipotent influence of the 
prevailing world view, which is it- 
self a product and-portion of the 
matter to be considered. To at- 
tempt to think logically about a 
world mood that is itself identical 
with our own consciousness is 
equivalent to lifting oneself by one’s 
boot straps. , 

So long as the “fulcrum and the 
weight to be lifted are the same, no 
lever can be effective. The ful- 
crum must be outside\the weight. 
It is the purpose of the Internation- 
al Philosophical Society, through 
its magazine, to furnish such an in- 
tellectual fulcrum for our Aroubled 
wotld.

tion, have been making refunds, | 
through their-own methods, and 
without direct supervision by the 
departmet, which*has no detailed 
information concerning the extent 
of the effort to locate policy-hold- 
ers or the amounts paid. ' 

Several months ago, Thompson 
asked for detaileq reports by each 
company of what was being done, 
the refunds due, and amounts paid, 
but received only a verbal state- 
ment that a total of about $2,840,- 
000 had been refunded by the ap- 
proximately 215 companies, for a 
part of the refund period involved. 

It has been estimated that under 
the method being used, the com- 
panies would retain more than 
$3,000,000 of the approximately 
$14,000,000 in excess premiums col- 
lected while the reduction order 
was being fought in the courts, 
due to claims not being filed prop- 
erly or failure to locate policy- 
holders to whom refunds are due, 
Superintendent Thompson and 
Attorney-General Shartel filed a 
motion with the Supreme Court 
last June, to reopen the rate case, 
for appointment of a special com- 
missioner, or several commission- 
ers, to require an accounting by 
the companies, to locate policy- 
holders, and to do anything neces- 
sary to. assure paymemt of all 
claims, 


Cotirt’s Jurisdiction Terminated. 


This motion was filed on the 
theory the Court retained continu- 
ing jurisdiction of-the matters in- 
volved in the case, and that it had 
authority to take steps to enforce. 
its own mandate, affirming the re- 
duction order. The companies, dur- 
ing the litigation, had collected 
the old rate, which became an un- 
lawful rate under the court deci- 
sion. 

The Court held otherwise, ruling 
that its jurisdiction in that case 
terminated with.the end of the 
April term, 1926, when the final 
judgment of the Court was entered. 
The opinion dismissing the motion 
was written by Judge Frank F. 
Atwood. All of the other § six 
judges concurred, except Judge J. 
T. White, author of the opinion 
affirming the reduction order, who 
dissented. 

Judge Atwood said the judgment 
entry by the Court in affirming 
the reduction order did not direct 
an. accounting by the companies 
and prescribed no method of res- 
titution of excess premiums col- 
lected. He said examination of the 
record and briefs in the case failed 
to show that inclusion of such pro- 
visions was requested, prior to 
rendering of the judgment, “Or 
that this Court was even advised 
that respondents (the companies) 
were collecting any premiums cov- 
ered “by said reduction order.”’ 


State’s Counsel Failed to Act. 


The Judge said that if counsel 
for the State had ,desired such or- 
ders incorporated in the judgment, 
they had ample time to take such 
steps before the close of the term 
of Court in which the judgment 
was entered. 

“Evidently counsel did not then 
consider any additional orders nec- 
essary to make the restitution con- 
templated by our judgment effec- 
tive,” Judge Atwood said, ‘And 
their present request for additional] 
order is obviously an _ after 
thought.” 

While no such request was made 
by the State at the time of the de- 
dision, efforts had been made by 
the Department's counsel at differ- 
ent stages of the case to require 
impounding of the excess premiums 
or posting of surety bonds large 
enough to cover the excess. The 
Cole County, Circuit Court over- 
ruled a motion by the State to re- 
quire impounding of the excess 
premiums, when the case began in 
1922, and ordered the companies to 
post a surety bond of only $1,000,- 
000 to guarantee refunds. ae 

After the State Supreme Court 
affirmed the reduction, and the 
companies were preparing to ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court, attorneys for the Insurance 
Department filed a motion with 
the State Supreme Court asking 
that the companies be required to 
post surety bonds totaling $10,- 
000,000 to guarantee refunds, pend- 
ing final disposition of the case. 
Refunds due policy-holders then 
totaled about $8,000,000 and were 
increasing at the rate of about $2,- 
000,000 a year. 

No Action on Surety 

The Supreme Court overruled 
that moiton. The companies had 
opposed it, contending in sugges. 
tions filed with the Court that the 
companies were solvent and able to 
pay all of the refunds if the re- 
duction finally was sustained. No 
action has been taken so far to

public statement, Secretary Mellon 
emphasized that during the 14- 
year period ending last June 30, the 
amount of additional tax assess- 
ments resulting from audits and in- 
vestigations, totaled $5,345,202,000. 
He contrasted this with the figure 
of $1,354,317,000, which he gave 
as representing ‘“‘total refunds’’ dur- 
ing the same period, for the pur- 
pose of showing that the Treasury 
actually had collected in addition- 
al assessments several times the 
amount’ it had handed back in 
refunds. 


When Congress Intervened, | 

Garner showed that, of the sum 
collected in additional assessments, 
$1,053,231,000 was assessed under 
the Wilson administration, from 
1917 to 1921, inclusive, before 
Mellon took office. On the other 
hand, refunds made under the 
Wilson administration during those 
years totaled less than $70,000,000. 
Figures on credits and abatements 
during those years were not availa- 
ble from the Treasury Department, 
he said. Acting on rumors that vast 
sums were being refunded secretly 
by the Treasury, Congress in 1926 
enacted a law providing for a joint. 
committee on taxation, composed 
of Representatives and Senators, 
and provided that all refunds ex- 
ceeding $75,000 should be submit- 
ted to this board. L. H. Parker, 
an authorit¥Y on accounting, has 
been chief of staff for this commit- 
tee since its creation. 

Garner disclosed yesterday that 
he had requested Parker to make 
a complete written analysis of tax 
refunds, and that the figures 
which he gave the House were ob- 
tained by Parker from the Treas- 
ury itself. He challenged any of- 
ficial to dispute their accuracy. 

Moreover, Garner charged that 
there. had been “a sharp‘arid sud- 
den drop in the amount of re- 
funds” beginning with the year 
1927, when large refunds became 
subject to review by the joint com- 
mittee. 


Contrast With Wilson Term. 
“Why did this drop occur?” He 
asked sarcastically. “I'll tell you, 
It was because Congress decided 
to find out what Uncle Andy was 
doing down there. He fought it to 
a finish, you remember, but the 
law was passed. Then the drop 
occurred. Here are the figures: 
“In 1922, he tells us, refunds to- 
taled only 2.1 per cent of collec- 
tions. True, but the credits and 
abatements totaled 8.2 per cent, so 
that the actual percentage handed 
back was 10.3 per cent. It ig il- 
luminating to note that under the 
Wilson administration the total 
cash refunds never rose higher 
than four-fifths of 1 per cent, 
But 1922 was Uncle Andy’s first 
year—he was just getting started. 
“By 1924 he had really begun to 
be active. In that year refunds 
amounted to 7 per cent of collec- 
tions, and credits and abatements 
amounted to 25.3 per cent—a total 
of 32.3 per cent that was’ handed 
back, most of it necessarily to the 
great corporations. In 1925 the 
total was 28.3 per cent, and in 1926 
it was 32.8 per cent. In that year 
Uncle Andy broke all his own rec- 


cided to find out what was going 
qn. Note what happened. 

“In the following year cash re- 
funds dropped 4.5 per cent, and 
credits and abatements to 15.8 per 
cent, a total of 20.3 per cent, as 
compared with 32.8 per cent dur- 
ing the last year of secrecy.

in 1929 it was 25.4 per cent, and 
in the year ending June 30, 1930, 
it was 18.3 per cent.

Written by Army Paymaster. 

The play was written by Maj. 
Alphonso Wetmore, paymaster at 
Jefferson Barracks, who attained 
some distinction later not by writ- 
ing more plays, but by following 
the Santa Fe trail and obtaining 
valuable Government information 
in Mexico. It was published in 
May, 1821, by J. A. Paxton, pub- 
lisher of the first St. Louis direc- 
tory. 

Maj. Wetmore drew _ setting, 
characters and material from his 
surroundings. Plausibly, then, 
some idea of the prejudices and 
people of St. Louis a century ago 
may be gained by consideration of 
the play. 

The dramatic starting-point was 
a prejudice against the “Yankee” 
and for Virginia and “Old Kain- 
tuck.” The Yankee “Pedlar’ char- 
acteristically cheated a frontiers- 
man and all his household in the 
first scene, but conquered  pro- 
vincialism with Yankee gold and. 
of course, married his erstwhile 
victim’s daughter in the last. 

Characters, who must each have 
had a counterpart fh the frontier 
village, included “Old Prairie,” 
proud of his “hog and hominy;”’ 
his daughters, a pair of coy rustic 
beauties; his son. a half-wit Con- 
stable, proud of his coon dog: 
“Emigrant,” looking for a place 
to settle in the West, and “Old Con- 
tinental,’’ who toasted “those who 
fought and bled and died at Bun- 
ker Hill—and I am one of them!”

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.-—A 
published statement by the Pacific 


brought natural gas to San Fran- 
cisco and ether cities of Northern 


| domestic consumers have been re- 
duced as much as 60 per cent, as 


compared with the price of manu- 
factured gas formerty provided by 
this company, and that when its 
projects now under way are com- 
pleted, it will serve 136 cities and 
towns through €955 miles of mains. 
On July 31, last, the company was 
serving natural gas to 495,047 con- 
sumers. 

When the 289-mile pipe line 
j from Buttonwillow and Kettleman 
| Hillis to Sam Francisco and Oakland 
was completed, the company im- 
mediately took steps to provide 
straight natural gas, having heat 
value of more than 1100 British 
thermal units to all its customers, 
including homes, in place of the 
manufactured gas of 5509 B. T. U. 
which it had been supplying. 
The company’s system as now 
completed comprises 800 miles of 
high-pressure pipe lines and two 
new storage holders, one in San 
Francisco of 10.000,000 cubic feet 
capacity, and one in Oakland of 
6,000,000 cubic feet capacity. The 
daily capacity of the system is giv- 
en as 200,000,000 cubic feet, which 
may be increased to 300,000,000 by 
the addition of intermediate com- 
pressors. The total outlay for the 
project was $28,000,000. 

“As a predicate for the expendi- 
ture of this large sum of money,” 
the company states, “the Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co. has the assur- 
ance of geologists that if the Ket- 
tleman Hills supply should be con- 
served and developed only as need- 
ed, it will be sufficient to produce 
400,000,000 cubic feet a day for 75 
years. This capacity is approxi- 
mately 13 times the average daily 
amount of manufactured gas dis- 
tributed by the company during 
1929, serving about $8 per cent of 
all the gas sold in Northern and 
Central California.” 

How the change-over from man- 
ufactured gas to natural gas was 
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made is described by the company | 
as follows: 
“In substituting natural gas for) 
manufactured gas it was necessary | 
to make certain minor adjustments) 
in the gas appliances in use due| 
to the richer heat content of the 
natural gas. These adjustments 
usually included closing the output 
orifice slightly and enlarging the 
air orifice, and were undertaken at 
company expense. 
“With the end in view of min- 
imizing any possible inconvenience 
to the consumers, & corps of some 
$00 appliance men was employed 
and thoroughly schooled before the 
change-overs were begun. These 


men were under the direction of 


visors and captains, and the ad- 
justments were accomplished with 
efficiency and expedition. 
“Prior to the actual work of ad- 
justing the appliances, maps were 
drawn up, the city divided into 
districts, and the ch2unge-over 
made district by district. The con- 
sumers were then/ notified of the 
day they might-<¢xpect the appli- 
ance men at their homes.”

SELLS 50. MACHINE 
BUNS IN TWO YEARS 


Chicagoan’s Sales Certified by 
Notary for Use of Lake 
County. Prosecutor. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—A list of 
the machine guns sold during the 
last two years by Peter von Frant- 
zius, was certified before a notary 
public yesterday by Von Frantzius 
and turned over to Col. A. VY. 
Smith, State’s Attorney of Lake 
County. More than 50 submachine 
guns of a German make have been 
distributed to all parts of the coun- 
try, the list disclosed. Police in 
Chicago think that weapons sold by 
Von Frantzius have been used in a 
half dozen major gang murders. 

It was in connection with th 
killing of three gangers at Fox 
Lake, near Waukegan, that Col. 
Smith sought the list. Ballistics 
tests had indicated that a gun of 
the German make was used in 
those killings. More than‘ 30 guns 
were listed as having been sold to 
Maxwell Brown & Co., New York. 
Smith started an investigation. to 
learn the nature of the company. 
He thought that many of the 30 
found their way back to Chicago 
and into gangsters’ hands.

the spevie., but ‘many are as easy | 
to cultivate and care for as the 
hardy geranium, and four or five 
} different varieties growing in a 
bex or a bowl on a window sill is 
cause of real joy. 

Since pressed glass has suddenly 
sprung back into popularity, sup- 
pose you choose giass for your 
fernery. colored or crystal, although 
any colorful crockery will answer 
the purpose. Some of those semi- 
transparent glass baking dishes 
make excellent fern containers so 
long as they are not too shallow, 
; ,and, of course, there are beautiful 

dishes for the purpose to be had 
in the shops. But whatever your 
container may be, it needs to be 
only three or four tnches deep, 
though it may be deeper, and may 
be as large as you please. 

There need be no drainage plate, 
but the earth should be at all} 
times kept very moist and the ferns 
(erm -¢ ; themselves kept well cleared of 
dead fronds. These fronds should 
not be pulled off but cut away with 
scissors and very carefully, near to 
the main stem. Each of these 
points—that the earth be kept 
moist and the ferns kept cleared 
of dead fronds—is an essential of 
satisfactory fer: culture. Some of 
the ferns need moss, which should 

also be kept very moist; in fact, it 
‘lis wise to keep some moss in the 
dish with any variety of fern. 


There are several of the wild 
ferns near any community that will 
thrive on a windowsill—unless you 
prefer the hothouse , kind—and 
among them are the Bladder fern, 
the Fair Lady fern, the popular 
Maiden Hair, the Holly fern, the 
black Spleenwort, the Christmas 
fern, the Bibiscus and the Cititus, 
or, as it is more often called, the 
New York fern. 


Four or five of these different 
varieties, any of which can be 
counted upon to grow readily in 
your windowsill fernery under the 
conditions explained, may be used 
in one bowl +> box. Plant the New 
York fern, or Cititus, in the center, 
with the feathery Maiden Hair or 
the graceful Bibiscus fern. The 
Holly will grow nicely near the 
edge of the bowl with the Bladder 
fern trailing over the edges. The 
Maiden Hair or the Lady fern may 
be introduced in place of the Citi-
